Toronto, Oct. 29.— Ernest © Charles 
Drury was, the unanimous choice. for 
Premier of the United Farmers and of 
the Labor representatives in the new 
Legislature at a joint conference at the 
U. F. O. headquarters this afternoon. 
Premier Drury said t@night -that the 
new government was practically. com- 
pleted, that all the portfolios had been 
allocated, and that the government 
would be ready on short notice to take 
over the reins from Sir Wrz. Hearst 
and his ministers. Mr. Drury said 
that his government would -adequately 
enforce the mandate of the Province 
re prohibition, and would oppose any 
class legislation. It is believed that a 
radical platform re taxation will be one 
of the main aims of the new Cebinet, 
including tax on unearned increment, 
higher tax on unimproved land, higher 
graduated income tax, higher inherit- 
ance tax, tax on profits, lower tax on 
improvements, income tax on profits. 

Mr. Drury has no.seat in the Legis- 
lature at present, but two members 
have offered to resign in his favor. He 
farms 250 acres in Simcoe county. Ont., 
is in his 42nd year, and is a son of the 
late Hon. Chas. Drury, at one time On- 
tario’s Minister of Agriculture. He is 
a graduate of the Ontario Agricultural 
College, was master of the Grange for 
years, was the first secretary of the 
Dominion Council of Agriculture, and 
has been a leader in all Ontario far- 
mers’ movements.

Having banded our- 
selves together to slay militarism, 
and having done so. only after im- 
mense sacrifice and after having 
learned all thé beastliness and de- 
pravity and madness which militar- 
ism represents, they would have us 
take it to our bosoms and nurse, it 
back to life! Talk of this kind must 
be extremely disappointing to a vast 
number of men and women. The 
time-worn. faltacy that the best way 
to maintain peace is to prepare for 
war does not deceive them. They 
Know that armies are raised and 
guns and navies are built, not to 
‘make peace, but to make war, and 
that so long as the. implements of 
war remain, and so long as nations 
vie with each other in military 
strength, it is foolish to talk of a 
permanent peace. The man who tak- 
‘es the stand today that the late great 
catastrophe, into which the world was 
plunged should mark the end of world 
wars, stands convicted before a large 
section as a visionary idealist and is 
riddled with scorn and ~jeers from 
many sides. Yet, thousands of men 
fought voluntarily because they were 
convinced that they were fighting for 
& permanent world peace. How many 
men would have volunteered if they 
thought that the real issue was a 
question of commercial and: territor- 
ial spoils? There are thousands, it 
is certain, who fought, who would 
not have come _ forward if they 


thought that this was the cause they |-

DECLARES. FARMERS 2: 
. HAVE BROKEN ‘FAITH. 

Porints; ‘October 30.—The ‘new | 
U.F.0.Labor coalition in Ontario 
already has a bolter: After taking 
part in the deliberations of the party 
on Saturday, and again yesterday 
without evidence of _ any difference 
of opinion, Mayor M. M. MacBride 
of Brantford, successful, candidate in 
the Labour interests.in South Brant, 
last night bolted the final conference 
of the U.F.O. and Labor party. 

The conference was discussing pos- 
itions late last night when the mayor 
picked’ up his hat and coat and left 
the room. 

The Labor group thought that per- 
haps the confirmation of Walter 
Rollo, of Hamilton, -in his position as 
leader had ‘some. bearing upon the 
decision of Mayor MacBride. 

Mayor MacBride and Mr. Rollo are 
members of the Labor party com- 
mittee which conferred with the U;F. 
O. committee to reach a programme 
satisfactory to both parties. 

MATTER OF POSITIONS 

In a statement later Mr. MacBride 
declared that the farmers had broken 
faith with the labor men. - He inti- 
mated that his defection was the re- 
sult of Mr. Drury declining to defi- 
nitely allocate-a second cabinet posi- 
tion to the Laborites. Mr. MacBride 
said: — 

“TJ shall take my seat in the legis- 
lature ps an Independent-Labor man 
and will continue to do my duty by 
the people who elected me, without 
fear or favor.” : 

James Simpson, who was deputed 
to reply to Mayor MacBride of 
Brantford, if the mayor should desire 
to publicly discuss his differences, 
issued the following statement last 
night: 

“You can say that in every matter 
with the exception of the naming of 
the second portfolio for labor, Mayor 
MacBride was in perfect agreement 
with the U.F.O. and that it was only 
when Mr. Drury asked the Labor 
group to give him reasonable time to 
determine which portfolio other than 
the labor should go the the Labor 
group that Mayor MacBride departed 
from the attitude which the remain- 
der-of the Labor group would be pre- 
pared to assume.

He is a thoroughly 
representative farmer, and comes of a 
long line of farmers, his great grand- 
father having come from the old coun- 
try and settled in Simcoe county a 
hundred years ago.
